Cleveland, July 30.— Judge Phillips 
of the common pleas court rendered a 
docislon against Mayor Johnsim ami 
the city of Cleveland in the mandam 
us proceedingB brought to compel 
County Auditor Craig to put the $1K.- 
000.000 additional tax assesaed by the 
city board of cciuali/ation R^ainst five 
big local corporations, on the tax du- 
plicate. The eorporatioiui Involved 
appealed to the state board of tax re- 
vision, which remitted the increase 
made by the local board. Mayor 
Johnson thed brought mandamus pro- 
oeedlngs to overrule the state board 
and to compel the county auditor to 
place the increase on the duplicate. 
Judge Phillips ht'U\ that the artinn of 
the state board of tax revision was 
final and that the court had no author- 
ity to overrule its decision in the mat- 
ter. It la understood the case will be 
appealed. 

Anthracite Coal Supply. 

Philadelphia. .Inly .?().— It Is stated 
on aiiiliority tliat the supply 

of anthracite coal in the hands of rail- 
roads and dealer! here will at the 
present rate of consumption probably 
be exhausted by the middle of Sep- 
tember. Thi' rcpcirt that the niilroads 
are turning over to the retailors sup- 
pllea they have been holding in rt^ 
serve since the inauguration of the 
strike, is said not to be true. In only 
one important case, it was stated, that 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, lias any 
of the roads released the coal seized 
by them in May. All of the others re- 
taining what they have for their own 
purposes. In the case of the Penn- 
sylvania, that road bad not much 
need for what little it bad retained as 
It could use iU soft coal. This was 
the reason it turned a quantity of an- 
thracite over to some of Its trade the 
past week. 

Americans Testify. 

London. July 30.— The case of the 
government against Ctilonel Arthur 
Lynch, who was elected to rt present 
Galway city in the house of cu^nmons 
and was accused of high treason, end- 
ea in police court and the case was 
remanded to give bis counsel oppor- 
tunity to review the eviiieiu e. Ali iig 
the last witnesses called to identify 
Colonel Lynch were George Oreig, an 
American, who was carelnK< r of a 
mine near Johannesburg and another 
American named Worthlngton Both 
these witnesses testified that they 
were arrested by Boers near Verenlg- 
ii)K. charged with being British spies, 
and that Colonel Lynch acted as pros- 
ecutor at their trial. 

Yaquls Overwhelmed. 
Tucson, A. T.. July 30.— Driven to 
desperation by hunger and thirst, a 
band of 30 Yaquls, nearly half of them 
women, swooped down upon the Car- 
men ranch near Hermoslllo Saturday 
and u lierce fight followed. When a 
patrol of Mexican troops galloped 
down to the rescue, two of the wo- 
men and Ave of the men lay dead. 
The Yaquls were completely over- 
whelmed. They were weak from hun- 
ger and when attacked by superior 
numbers they were compelled to sur- 
render. , Fifteen prisoners were 
marched to Hermoslllo, where they 
will be senten ced by Gener al Torres. 

Steel Exhibits. 

8t Louis, July 80.— Doctor J. A. 
Holmes, chief of the department of 
mlues and metallurgy at the Louisiana 
purchase exposition, has returned aft- 
er an absence of several weeks. He 
visited New York, Washington, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia. Pittsburg and 
Bethlehem. Pa. He reports that his 
trip was successful in every particu- 
lar He secured promises of exhibits 
of Kteel. Iron and other metollurgical

The weather was dry; no rain of.any 
importance occurred during the week. 
Temperature was below normal the first 
part of the week ; hot, with bright sun- 
shine, the latter part. 

In the western and south-central coun- 
ties the dronth has become severe and 
all crops are suffering. Corn in this sec- 
tion, though damaned in some localities, 
will recover and make a good crop if rain 
falls quite soon. Gardens, melons and 
newlv sown grasses and clover have al- 
ready received serious damage; pastures 
are badly burned and short. Tobacco is 
generally poor and is suffering severely 
from drouth. 

In the eastern and north-central coun- 
ties, com Is in excellent condition; to- 
bacco lias improved and some of it is be- 
ing topped; pastures, millet, gardens, 
melons and potatoes are In good coBdi> 
tion— Irish potatoes are especially fine. 

The weather has been favorable for 
farm work; all erops are well cultivated 
and wheat and oats very nearly all 
threshed. Fairly good crops of oats and 
hay have been saved. 

Fruit \f> generally inferior and scarce, 
though grapes are good in some localities.

J\!ly no.— The condi- 
tion of Joe Goddard. the Philadelphia 
pugilist who was shot during the Re- 
publican primary elections, is reported 
liy the phyHiclans at Cooper hospital 
as critical, and there Ik little hope of 
his recovery. Harry .Miller, a local 
policeman, who was stabbed in the 
abdomen is doing well and will prob- 
ably recover. 

Isaac Fowler, a cnnptablo. who wafl 
stabbed at Pensa\ikin, near .Merchant- 
ville, was not seriously burt. The 
body of John Morrissey of Philadel- 
phia, who was shot and killed is at 
the morpup. 

The riots which resulte.1 in Ibe mur- 
der of Morrissey and the wounding' of 
Goddard and Miller were caused by 
the bitter feeling engendered through 
the contest for congress of Represen- 
tative H C. Loudenslajrher and J. A. 
Van i^ant. Num; r<ius fights occurred 
In^ thlfl city and in Pensauken town- 
Blilp near Merchantvllle, between the 
adherents of the two canidatea. 

Goddard was shot at the polls in 
FeiisauKen and .Morrissey and Miller 
received their injuries in this city, 
laaac Powler, a constable of Pensau- 
ken, was atabbed during a melee at 
Dog Corner, In Pensauken township. 

The First conKresslonal district, in 
which the primaries were held, in- 
clude Camden, Gloucester and r ilem 
counties. The total number of dele- 
gates is 304. Loudenslager claims 61 
delegates in Camden, (.7 in Glouces- 
ter and "f> in Salem, a total of 1!<,".. 
Van Sant < laims Jt7 in Camden, :'.(; in 
Gloucester and 20 in Salem total of 
153, which number ia necessary to a 
ch(dce. 

At noon fr rmer Sheriff David Baird, 
who opiH^S' -l the candidacy ( f Mr. 
I..oudenslaKer, admitted the congress- 
man had secured a majority of the 
delegates. No figures were announced. 

Peace Negotiations Off. 

New York, July 80. — Peace negotia- 
tions which have been in progress In 
this city between General Pampillo 
Ouit- i rt / of tliO Colonit ian j;overn- 
ment and General Babriel Vargas San 
tns, chief of the revolution in Colom- 
bia hav^ came to an abrupt end, and 
the insurrection, which for nearly 
three years has existed in Colombia, 
must continue. However, General 
Gulterrez has received a report from 
General Salazar of the province of 
Panama, announcing a battle at Agua 
Dulce between the Koverninent and 
the rebel fo^^s. Theieiipon he f/ave 
notice that all negotiations w( re off 
for the present at least. He gave as 
his reason that he could not continue 
the ccnveiitien while there was a state 
of acluaJ warlaie. 

Earthquake In Iowa. 

Omaha, .July "0.— Reports received 
from points in northern and \vt.'F.\i ru 
Nebraska indicates that Monda,\ s 
earthquake was more general than at 
first reported, and quite severe In 
some places. At OaUdale l);iildinf;s 
were considerably shaken up and at 
Battle C'r^tk the disturbance lasted 
half a minute. Tilden, Norfolk. 
Creighton, Plalnvlew, Pierce and Ne- 
ligh report shocks lasting 20 seconds, 
and at Elgin three distinct quakes 
were felt. At none of these towns, 
however, was there any seriouH dam- 
age, the breaking of windows and 
dishes and cracking of plaster being 
the exten t of the destructio n.

Baramac Lake, N, Y,, July 30.— Wil- 
liam Tierney, an Adironack guide who 

wllh liis cciint)anion. (letirge .lackson. 
disappeared a month ago, has been 
found dead. Tiemey and Jackaon 
went out in a boat to lish on the up- 
per lake. The next day their boat 
was found with a couple of holes in 
it. As each man was a thorough oars- 
man and a good swimmer, the cause 
of their death ia a mystery. Divers 
were employed to look for the bodies, 
money to defray the expense being 
raised by wealthy Kumnier visitors. 
Tierney was found in water 1!0 feet, 
but Jaoluon'a body has not been re- 
covered.

Tbe making of matches is done now 

almost wholly by machinery. Each ma- 
chine cuts forty-eight matches at a stroke, 
and the larger ones make li'iO strokes a 
minute. As tbe matches are cut tbey 
are automatically stuck in a flexible cast- 
iron band, from which tbey project like 
bristles. This band travels over wheel 
after wheel, dipping the matches and 
carrying them by ventilating' machines 
until tbey are dry and ready to pack. 
The macbinee are absolutely reliable; 
lliey will not handle broken matclief, 
and the dust and breakages drop out and 
are carried down into the furnaces under 
tbe boilers. It takes about twelve hands 
to work one of these machines, and each 
machine will turn out more than 4,000,- 
000 matches in ten hours.

It is said that Colonel 
Acosta, the younn man's uncle who 
obtained private information that his 
nephew waa seized by guards under 
Delgado's direction and afterward was 
seen taken from the police atatlon at 
night handcuffed and between two of 
Delgado's men. .Young Acosta waa 
aide-de-camp to Oeaeral Delgado dur- 
ing the recant war, aad lor ^ong 
time waa hia confidential secretary. 
Not long ago charges were made 
against Delgado by a number of cattle 
ownera in connection with the opara* 
tloa of cattle thieves. 



liondon. .Tuly 30.— Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain appeared in the 
house of commons for the first time 
since his recent accident. He waa 
greeted with hearty cheering and lat- 
er he was warmly congratulated by 
Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, U\h 
eral leader iu the house. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannorman 
supplanted his congratulations by ask- 
ing for Information of the colonial con- ■ 
ference. He expre.-;sed the hope that 
lenient treatment would bo extended 
to the Boers in South Africa. 

Mr. Chamberiain replied that the 
spirit animating the members of the 
conference was the desire to draw 
clos< r toi;elher the constittient parts 
of the empire and he thought It safe 
to say that the conference had made 
important progress towards a perfect 
union to which he himself looked for- 
ward. 

Regarding South .Vfrica. Lord Miln- 
er, the high commissioner, had tele- 
graphed spontaneously that he did not 
think further legislation necessary to 
make the banishment proclamation ef- 
fective. The noverument, however, 
reserved to Itself the iuipoiiatit iml.t 
in the new colonies to refuse to all >w 
the return or to keep watch over per 
sons who showed themselves inimical 
to good order, and peace. "We are 
not ^oir.g to allow the i.siiU of the 
war to be undermineil. ' sai<l Mr. 
Chamberlain, "by intrigues carried on 
by nominally constitutional means." 

Hesarding the future status of 
South Africa, the ndouial secretary 
said the Imperial rov< rnment had es- 
tabliahed a crown colony in the strict- 
est sense. The next step would be to 
add a nominated official element. 
Thereafter th< re would be an elected 
ollicial element and then nothing but 
circumstances and time would sep.-ir- 
ate the .new colonies from full self- 
gcvemment, the ultimate goal of their 
auiliition. 

That consummation would not be 
delayed. If for no (.ther reason, be- 
cause it might relieve the government 
of the tremendous burden of reajKin- 
slbillty involved in the present situa- 
tion, but all must understand that the 
governm« nt woiMd not hi' ru.-Iied nor 
hustled into any action which circutu- 
stances did not warrant. The speak- 
er said he was one of those optimistic 
I iiough to believe that the new cnloa- 
ies would reach the ultimate pial of 
their ambition much sooner than 
many persons now thought possible. 

So far as the government was con- 
cerned the surrender promises would 
be kept in spirit as well as In letter. 
The government, he said, was bound 
both by honor and inti r. si to this 
course. There remained many iiues- 
tloiw to be dealt with; a new tariff 
must be arrange(f Invidvlng Intricate 
(juestions concerning which experts 
must be consulted and tlie laxation of 
mines must be settled, but he wished 
to say nothing wonld be done to pun* 
ish owners of mines as had been sug- 
gested In many (luarters. 

T:ie goverriment would do nofliin?; 
to interfere with quick rev: vil ( i de- 
velopment of the couiitiy. Sul .i ci to 
that consideration, Mr. Chamberlain 
continued, no man was more anxious 
than he to reverse some cousideralde 
part of the war cost. He tbouKht it 
wo\ild be perfi'ctly fair to lay a lair 
part of the cost cf the war on the 
principal Induatry of the Transvaali 
but what amount it was too soon to 
•ay.
